Te question of finance is becoming a 
seridus‘one fof the Union. Its general funds barely suffice for the grants-in-aid, abso- 
lutely essential for educational efficiency, which it gives to those of its constituents not 
affiliated to the Uni ed Synagogue. 
activities which the Union should, and cou'd, inftiate or support did it. have the means. 
Up to the present year the sum voted, namely £250, sufficed for this purpose, but many 
constituent synagogues which formerly supported their classes out of their surplus funds 
have+his year become deficit synagognes, and they are looking to the Union for financial 
help to enable them to continue their classes. Various considerations led the Committee 
to apply to the United Synagogue for an increased grant of £400 fof the year under 
review. Unfortunately the Treasurers were unable to advise the’ Council to vote 
the increased grant. 

The Honorary Officers and the Executive Committee have in the course of the year 
given considerable attention to the great problem of combining all educational activities 
in London under one great Jewish Board of Education. The Committee is, of course, 
aware of the existence of the Council for Jewish Education, which indeed the Union was 
instrumental in founding some two or three years ago. 
largely.a deliberative one, and its functions in any case are purely educational and 
advisory, and not administrative. Some members of the Commiitee have felt, too, that 
the United Synagogue should take ‘a leading part in any movement leading up to the 
unification of educational effort... Ata meeting of the Committee held in April a resolu-
